The combined fesda-soffit-gcrttering' mst 85

to any desired Icngtb and wfll preferably b© 
uniform thfnknfypt fcteroughouit its sectio^ 
5 Referrii^ iiow to Figure 3, tb© c<fflibmea 
fasda-soffiu gutteiing unit is adapted to to 
fftcacbed -to iwrf spars such as that mdicaJ^ 
at 20 by means of pins 22 hzvirtg gasKets

10 The pins pass through roofing feh which as 
wiU to seen overlaps the free extremicy ^ 
the upwardly extending portion e* ^ 
gutcerips. The roof lile 25 ts a^ed to 
ovadie the point <rf securing. Similarly, the

through the groove 8 and is also simila^ 
secuied at its free extremity. Thus it will be 
seen that the majority of the unit is Kqpt 
away firom contact with the spars. 

20 When a unit according to the mventiOT 
snd incorporating &e fall-ppe 16 is lolled 
in position:, for example betwem two of the 
mats shown in Fogune 1, the flanged or 
lipped ends of the units wOl overlap so as 

23 to ^cilita^e free passage of rain water to 
the fell pipe and the overlappmg portion. 
may be provided with a builcfing s^anc or 
use may be made of other suitable fillers. 
Where fibre-glass reinforced plastic ts 

30 used to form the unh, the material may be 
coloured prior to moulding which wili thus 
obviace the need for subsequent pamtmg of 

Refernog now to Figure 4» instead 01 tne 
35 unit being provided with a horizontal ana 
adapted to form tihe soffit, the unit has an 
aim 26 wWcfc is ananged so as 
be normal to the vertical ann 4.

spars 20, so fiat the aim 25 may he ad- 
racenl to and underlie the roof spars. Also 
ifae roof tile 25 wiU. preferably rest on the 
50 groove 10. ' • ^ " 

Whsere necessary, the unit, whast fonmng 
a combfaed fascia-soffit-gutterbg unit inay 
be fonned with or as comer unat3> either m- 
wardly or outwardly extending so as to 
55 fadlitate positibniiig of a um^t around l*« 
SfiperfmeS^ of a roof. Also, integal 
or amched end irfates may be provM^ 
wheio such a unit is not requwed aaound 
Iho fuM perimeler. 
£Q If desired, the guttering 

rounded or areuate shape instead of t«ang 
V-shaped and the longrtudinally extending 
ribs may be omitted if desired.

65 according to die mvention. tbe tedious and
